Leaſt any ſbou'd think there is on the other hand'too much \ ſaid of ſome par- 
ticular Perſons, who were attive in the Siege, 1 ſhall ſo- far prevent that Ob- 
jeftion,as to aſſure the Reader that as there u nothing mentioned concerning *em, 
but what they really did, ſo ſeveral things have not been taken notice of, tho to 
their Advantage , becauſe leſs conſiderable than what is here related, 

One defeft indeed I muſt acknowledge in this account, viz. That ſeveral 
eſpecially of the Inferior Officers and common Souldiers, did excellent Service, 
and ſhewed great Courage inthe Sallies, whoſe Names and particular Aftions it 
was impoſſible for me to recover. But what I could learn,that was moſt remar=-' 
kable, 1 bave repreſemed with all the Impartialty I could, having been rather 
ſparing than laviſh in the few Charatters given of ſuch as were moſt uſeful. * 

Having ſaid, thus much to Obviate any Cavils againſt the enſuihg Relati- 
02 , 1 ſhall conclude this Preface with a few ReflefFtons on the Contents of it.

The Prewbyterian 
Miniſters in- the Province of #lfer, with 
ſeveral Gentlemen of good Note there, were 
the firſt that agreed to ſend an Addreſs to 
the Prince : To this end they impowered 
Mr. Osborn, and Mr. Hamilton, being then 
at Dublin, to fix on the Perſon, who ſent 
' Dr. Cummin, Decemb. 8th. the purport .of 

« The Addreſs (wherein they defired nothing 
in particular. for themſelves, ) was, To 
Congratulate bis Arrival and Succeſs bitherto 
Sn ſo glorious an WHndertaking : To repreſent 
#þe Deplorable Congition of 1he Prote in 
that Kingdom, and particularly in 
vince, and begg ſome ſpeedy Relief, aſſuring 
i'm of their readineſs to ſerve bis Intereſt to 
the utmoit of their Power. All the Mini- 
niſters afterwards in behalf of themſelves, 
their Congregations ſent another Con- 
tulatory Addreſs, dated Fanuary 22d. 

y two of their number, Mr. Patrick Adair, 
and Mr. Fobn . Abernethy. The Nobility and 
Gentry of that Province were univerſally 
ſenſible of the Dangers that then threat- 
ned *'em : For beſides thoſe mentioned be- 
fore, they obſerv'd that the Lord Tyrconnel

Of the Garriſon of Dunganmor, I need 
ive ny ns mg ncnee : MR in 
the County of Tyrone, being 1n great danger 
from the Irih Garriſon in Charlemont, (ar 
had above 3o Companies in it,) the defence 


of it by a gogd Garriſon was _— very 


neceſſary. And accofingly-the Counties 
of Throne, Derry, and Donegll, ſent in feve- 
' ral Traops and Companies by turns, which 
were maintained partly by the Country, 
partly by their. Officers. About the 1 1th. 
of February, the Irih gatheredTogether in 
great Numbers near Stewarts Town and 
. Gleno, Collonel Stewart Commanded a de- 
tach't party of ovr men (about 24. ſome of 
Caggarht Sreware of Kjllemonts Troop, and

ſome Foot) to'go and view them, who kil- 
led ſome of the Iriſh, and took 13 or 14 
Priſoners. Soon after, a confiderable party 
of the" Forces of Charlemont, joyned with - 
othey Iriſh of the. Countrey near Benburb : 
A party of our men both Foot and Horſe, © 
beat them off, and took a prey of Cattel 
from them, as they did ſeveral afterwards. 
Collonel Lundy abont the 1 4th.of March,ſent 
his Orders to Collonel Stewart to quit the 
Town, which herngy he did, tho a- 
gainſt the opinion of moſt of the Otfcers., 
Nor was there any care taken to carry of 
that great quantity of Proviſions, which 
the Country about had'ſent in, ſo that they 
fell intothe Enemies hands. About the 16h. 
or 17th. of March, ſome of the Garriſon 
marched towards Colerain, others towards 
Derzy, as Mr: Walker and his Company, c. 
11th. a => 4 of our men beat off a 

party of the Irifh, who had taken up the 
paſs at Toam. 

Of the Forces raiſed by the Lord Blaney, 
I ſhall give the Reader a breif account out 
of a Memeir of_his own.

, ming down within a mile of Collonel Ed- 
* monſton's Trenches :. Sir Arthur Rawden 
immediately ſent notice of it to Collonel 
* Edmoniton, to Lieutenant Collonel Whit- 
* ney, and to Major Michelburn, One Com- 
' pany of Collonel Edminſton's Regiment, 
* That lodged in ſome Countrey houſes, 
got to the River, and fired at them, till

« James Mac-Gill, but as they were charg-

<« far before Captain James Mac-Gill was

« tain of the Granadeers came up and run

© kill that deſerving young: Gentleman, 
« whoſe early Valour would have met with 
* other treatment from any Enemy but the

«had got over the paſs, Major Baker and 
« Captain Hugh Mac-Gill were come up 
« with what men they could get together, 
« and had ſtop'd Collonel hitney's party. 
« Collonel Edmonſton alſo, and Lieut. Col- 
« lonel $haw had by ſeveral ways got up to 
« them ; but the Soldiers having little Am- 
« munition or Match left,. the body of the 
« 1r;ſh being increaſed, and eſpecially the 
« Lord Galmoy's March towards Monymore 


- « being confirme@, it was refolved that 


« Collonel Edmbnſton; and Lieutenant Col- 
«-Jonel H#hitney, ſhou'd March to Colerain : 
« That Sir Arthur Rawden with his own Re- 
«.2iment of Dragoons, Collonel Skeffing- 
«.z0ns, and Collonel Kennings Regiments of 
«-Egot, ( the laſt of them-was under Com-

Beſides Captain "a Mac-Gill, and ſe- 
veral” common” Soldiers which were loſt, 
one Cazyain Henly was wounded and taken 
Prifoner. And Sir Amwhbur Rawden by -con- - 
tinual fatigue and want of reſt caſt himſelf 
into a dangerous Ilinefs, which afterwards 
forced him to leave that Kingdom. A Gen- 
tleman who in alt thoſe affairs of the North ,. 
of Ireland, ſhewed himſelf a true lover and | 
friend of his Country, by his extraordi- © 
nary Zealand Courage ; his great Expences 
and indefatigable diligence in the defence of 
it. Collonel Edmonſton alſo contrateds 
thoſe Diſte in the Trenches at Por:- 
Glenon, of which he afterwards died at Cull- 
more, April the 14th. having behaved him- 
ſelf there, gnd on all other occaſions with- 
great Gallantry and Reſolution. 

The Iriſh: having croſſed the Bzn, all 
thoſe of the Army above at Monymore and: 
Maghrifelt, (excepta few Captains that took ' * 
Protection) as well as thoſe 6f Toam, and: 
Newferry, fled over the Mountains to Derry: . 
Colerain was deſerted leaft the Iriſh ſhould” 
intercept betwixt the Forces there; and 
thoſeat Derry; part of the Bridge was cut” , 
down, part of it Burnt.

April 10th. Mr. Cairns being ſent from-. 
England, with Inftruftions and a Letter. 
from the King to* Collonel Lundy, came - 
this day to Derry ; he met. ſome Officers, 
and a great number of people going off : 
Collonel Lundy. had offergd Paſſes to the - 
Officers, and ſpoke fo Frour ingly to-- . 
many of them, concerning t indefent le- 
nels of*-the place, that they ſtrongly ſuſpe- - 
Cted he had a defignto give it up; and they 
could ſee little hope of preyenting pf be 
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ſuch a Confuſion if he proyed Treacherous, 
ahd therefore were unwilling to ſtay, only 
to be betrayed into the Enemies hands. 
Mr. Gairns delivered the Kings Letter to Go- 
vernour Landy , ahd acquainted him and 0- 
thers, with the cauſg of his coming, and 
the -Forces« following him at Sea for their 
aid; and though this good News put new

Mr. Cairns 
alſo wrote to ſeveral perſons of Note, 
that were then about going off at Caſtedoe, 
to diſlwade 'em, but ell in vain. At the 
ſame Councel there were ſeveral Articles a- 
greed on. [| ſee'eminthe end ] The Ene- 
my being come to the Lough, and threatning 
to come over with their Boats, and there 
being no other Veſſel in the Lough, but Mr.

The Enemy thus haſtning upon them,

Ata General Council of War, reſolved 
unanimouſly, that on Monday next, by Ten 
of the Clock, all Officers and Soldiers, 
Horſe, Dragoons, and Foot, and all other 
Armed men whatſoever of our Forces and 
Friends, Inliſted or not Inliſted, that can 
or will Fight for their Countrey and Reli- 
gion againſt Popery, ſhall appear on the fit- 
teſt Ground near Cladyford, Lifferd, and 
Long-Cauly, as ſhall be neareſt to their ſeve- 
ral and reſpective Quarters, there to draw 
up 1n Battalions to be ready fo Fight the E- 
nemy ; and to preſerve our Lives, and all 
that is dear tous fromthem. And all Of- 
cers and Soldiers, of Horſe, Foot, Dra- 
goons, and others that are Armed, are re- 
quired to be then there, in order to the 
purpole aforeſaid,” and to bring a Weeks 
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Provifion at leaſt with them, for Men, and 
as much Forrdge as they can for Horſes.

G all parts of this Kingdom of a Beneral

of the Eavl of Antrims Forces advanced to take poſ- 
ſeſron of this place , tho we looked on our ſelves 
, rs Sheep appointed for Slaughter, and on them as the 
Executioners of Vengance upon 15, yet we contrived 


#0 other means of eſcape than by Flight, and with 


all Precipitation to burry away our Families into 
other Places and Countries. But it pleaſed the Lord
